crit, myſt-rious, and ſpiritual Reſt or Sabbath, 


| which is the Grand Sabbath; whereof the other 


S.ibbachs are buc meer figures and ſhadows, 

For themore clear underſtanding of the dif- 
ference of theſe two ſorts of Sabbaths, we mult 
inquire of the Originall of them as when, and 
by what law they were inated : And this we 
cannot With plainneſ (et forth,but by examin- 
Ing the feverall kinds of Jawes impoſed upon 
the Jewes, whereby the Sabbath was both e- 
ſtabliſhed in the Judiciall commonwealth, and. 
isalſo binding to us Chriſtians : Wherein 1 
ſhall not-need to nieddle with the Sabbath of 
years , which was every Seaventh year, wherc» 
in the whole land reſted from hasbandry , Nor 
with the Jabilean Sabbath, which was every 
ifticth yeare, when old owners returned to 
their ancient inheritances.But our inquiry muſt 
muſt only be,for the authoriry of the Saturday, 
weekly, or 9th-day Sabbath , with the f1gni- 

fication 
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fication, meaning, and myſtery thereof; and 
what that true,reall, ſubſtanriall, and ſpiricuall 
Sabbath is, which was but only typified by the 

 S:venth-day Sabbath. 

For the Jewiſh lawes : we find 3 ſeveral dife. | 
rent ſorts of them,viz.1 or 1. 2.Ceremonial, (ad 
3. 74diciallby all which the Sabbath is eſtabli. 
{hed; all which lawes are diſtin&ly mention- 
ed ( as Expoſitors ſay ) by thoſe words of 
Moſes, Dent. 6,1. Now theſe are the Command. 
ments, the Statntes, and the Judgments, which 
the Lord your God commanded to teach you 
The ancient Lartine Tranſlation thus renders 
them : 1. Precepta to fignifie the ten command- 
ments; 2. Ceremonie, toftgnific the ceremuni« 
all or Leviticall Iawes; 3. J#dicia, to itunify 
the lawes Judiciall. My defigne of diſcomling

dicial Law 2 The Judicial law of the J:wes is ſach as 


we now call the law Politick, Civ,!/, Com 
291, or Statute=Jaw.ordained tor the ordering 
and governing of the commonwealth ; by this 
law, puniſhments were enatt:d robe inflifcd 
on the tranſprefſors both of theſe judicial laws 
and alſo upon them that cranſgreiſed other 
lawes ; for,by it, $426ba:h-breakers were puni- 
ſhcd with death, Ex. 31.14, And Ex.35. 2. 
The gatherey of ſticks on the $ abbath day, 18 
ſtonzd to dzath. Num. 15- 35. {del aters arc ad- 
judged to bz utterly deſtroyed, Ex. 22. 20. 
To curſe? Father or Mother was death, Levi. 
20.10. Bearing falſe witnes in matters capital 
was death, Dent.19.18. 19. 

This j#dic;al/(I ſay) appointed puniſhments 
for the tranſgrefſors of the other ſorts of _ 
wncnh 


when in thoſe other lawesno puniſhment was 
mentioned for trahſgrefſours ; As in the ten 
commandments we find no viſible nor tempo= 
ral p-nialty menticned for the fins of Idolatry, 
6z-barh-breaking , D:iſhonorers of Parents , _ 
adulterers, or falfſewicnefles 3 the puniſhment 
bcing either reſerved to (ud, or referred to the 
laws Judiciall or Policick. 2 

There are ſome, that have thonght fit that 
theſe judicial Jaws of 1-oſes ſhould(with ſome 
additions)be made the Jaws Politick ofChrifti- 
ans.ButT conceave that thoſe laws are now moſt 
unfic for any Chriſtian kingdome,or State; nor 
canth:y nuwhave anybinding power over us by 
vertu? of that authority which they had from 
Mcſes,or,through him;from Godfor theſe re- 
ſons, 1.Bzcauſe they were ordained,only ,for the 
Jewes commonwealth whileſt it ſtood; withour 
any intention to continue them any Jonger. 

2, Many of them were enafted purpoſely to 


. Bſcrve for the diſcovery ofthe Mcſhah,& to bean 


evidence of the falfilling of ſome Prophecies 
wh concerned theTribe & genealogy of Chriſt 
before his a&uall manifeſtation in the fleſh. 

3. Many of themare bur Typicall,& therefore 
not' to be uſed nowy(ince the Types are fulifiled 


- by Chciſt the Antitype, fo that nowthey muſt 


needs be antiquateds and quite out of date, 
as well as all the other Leviticalls or ceremoni- 
alls, (which are typicall lawcs) arc, and ought 
tobe diſuſed; ſach as Circumciſion, Sacrifices, 
and New-moons,&c. 

4, Theſe judicialls would not be conveni- 
ent forthe very Jewes themſelves,now ſince the 
Death of Chriſt, althovgh they had to this day 
continued a People , and State, in their owne 
Conntry

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Country and City, becauſe the praQiſe of the(: 
lawes would ftill harden them in their intide. 
lity againſt the true Aefſzrah, as we ſee, their 
Sabbatizing and Circumcifing yet do ; Much 
leffe can they be fit for us Chriſtians, becauſe 
many and great inconveniences which woul(f 
enſue thereupon. Such as theſe : 

I, If the Jewiſh 7th year-Sabbath were in 
force with us, wherein the whole land was to 
reſt from Tillage, and Husbandry, as iscom- 
manded Ex. 23 11. and Levit. 25.4, how ma- 
ny thouſands of poor people would be familſk- 
ed, and the richer people undone > Indeed, 
God did extraordinarily provide in ſuch year 
for that people, being under that command; 


but wehave not any ſuch command, nor war- 
/— —— rant now to expeAtiuch miraculous proviſions 


2. If the 7ubilean Sabbath law, of repoſiclling 
eſtates by the Ancient and righrfull owner; 
ſhould now take place with us,as was comman- 


. ded Levir. 25. 13. This would bring much 


ſorrow to our late purchaſers, or intruders 
into other mens cſtatcs, & would reduce many 
of our new Gentry' to their former trades, 
and much diſappoint their Gentle-homified 
poſterity. 
3.If all thoſe which by ordinary works tran{ 
grefſe the law of the Few!ſh | Sabbath (which 
Is our Saturday ſhould be pnt to death , 4 
was commanded Ex.

Chriſtians alſo, likethe Jewes, ſhould errone- 
ouſly think, that the Moral precep:, for Sanc- 
tifying the Sabbath, confiſted only in the ftri& 
obſcrvation of a day, and thereby utrerly neg- 
I:& the moſt holy, moſt neceflary and Grand 
Sabbath, which is Chrift : who is che Only 
Sabbath that wee Chriſtians can, or ought to 
have. For at this day we ſee that the Sabbath 
which is Commanded in the Fourth precept 


of the Iaw Moral, is, by the greater number of 


people thought to be meant only of $:»(t;- 
fying a day ; for ſo they are now taught by the 
greater number of our Preachers : But herein, 
thePcople deceive themſelves, and the Prea- 
chers deceive others ; for that Commandment 


hath 
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hath a more noble , excellent and beneficiall 
mcaning then ſo , as 1 truſt will appear a- 

none.

Sunday Sabbatizing.Of Origen,and his 
(briſttan Sabbath, That Saturday was 
Churcheday , for Sermons , Sacraments 
ond Scrip ture-leſſons 3 and ther alſo a 
faſting day, long after Origens time. 
Chriſtians dtd more reverently keep Sa- 
turday , then the Jewes themſelves did 
that Sabbath. Sunday, ot to be called 
Sabbatl: Eaſter day why altered from the 
Jewes Paſchall day.The author's reverend 
eſteem of the Chriſttan Sunday, 


He third Sort of lawes recorded in the Tþ, M 
Scripture, and impoſed upon Gods Peo- rall Law. 


ple, are the laws of the Decalogue, the Ter 
Commandments. Which Divines z commonly 
call (though improperly') The law Moral, 
So called, becauſe they were ordained as rules 
to guide, and direCt us in our demeanours, or 
Manners ; for therin, we find precepts Erhicall 
for our private perſons, againſt Murther, Adul- 
trey, Theft, Coveting. A nd Oeconomicall, tor 
our deportment in a family, as honouring of 
Parents, Mercifullnefſe to ſervants and poor 
Cattle. And Polrtical, againſt Idolatry, and 
for Reverencing ſauperivrs » as Magiſtrates , and 
eſpecially Kin os who are the Publick Parents 
of SubjzAs. All rheſe Ten Commandments , 
are Jawes Moral” And more allo, they are 
lawes Natzrall,they are written in our hearts, 
And more yet . they were lawcs , andbinding 
to, 


3O 
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too , before they were written in ſtone , and 
ſo would be to the end of the World, alchough 
chey never had binne written , thicrefore th 
are perpetuall, all and every one of thoſe 7 e, 
never tobeabrogated or antiquared. I ſ2y,ther: 
are Tex of them, (although 1 do nor beleeve, 
or affirm that all the words in thefourch Con: 
mandment are ſo, v:z. the words which 
mention the ſcaventh day Sabbath , of which 
I ſhall give an account anon) for we ſhall find 
Ten, without them. 

The reaſon why I (aid, that theſe Ten lawa 
are but Improperly called 7ors!, is , Becaut: 
Cif we ſpeak critically,and LogicillyYAlllaw 
whatſoever, are Mora; for all are bar Rzle 
for mens manners, and demeanours: So are the 
lawes Judicial/, and Ceremonial! before hand- 
led;So are the Evangelical! precepts. And 
ail Poljtih_( both [mperiall and /Mnnicipal/ ) 
lawes.So arc theEditts of Suprcam Magiſtrates: 
So were anciently the Roma: Senatzi=conſmltd 
Plebi{citas Conſular, Tribunitial , and Prets- 
rian Editts; and even the Canons, and Cons 
ftitutions of Conce!ls and Synods, were Moral, 
but wich his difference, The Ten Commar- 
dements are Moral pv'oy.i,e.by naturezthough 
they never had vinnz openly Commanded , 
either by Word , or Wrting ; The other 
Morals (moſt of them ),are ſo, Only vtou i. 
by Conſtitution. Nor could they have the ap- 
pellation , or the force , and power of lawes, 
except they had binne ina&ecd. 

Of the 7ey Commandements , Nine ar: 
confeffedly {till in full force and vigour,whereot 
no doubt or queſtion is made among prudent 


and ſober Chriftiansbur only by anorber gav f 
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of thoſe that are Leavened with the 1»tinomiar 
dotage; Only the fourth Commandement cone 
cerning the $:4ba1h, is that which many good 
men ſtumble at,which hath occaſioned much 
diſtraftion , and trouble, and bitterneſs ; and 
alſo many unprofitable written books by ſome 
that would have the Scaventh day kept literally 
on our Saturday, as the Jewes did, And by 
others who would ground the Chriftian S»x- 
day upon this fourth Commandement, and 
thereupon preſs the Jewiſh and Phariſaical 
ſtrifneſs of Sabbatizing on the Sunday , as if 
all che Scriptural admonitions for keeping of 
the Jewiſh ſeaventh day, did by a kind of oral 
equs:y (ns they ſay) require the ſame to be 
performed on our Sunday; and therefore both 
themſelves and their proſelytes, call Sunday , 
The Sabbay daye=-Nimium paticnter ( ag one 


faith) too tamely, and unadviſedly. For in Horace, 


all che New Teſtament, they cannot find that 
our Sunday ,( which is the firſt day of the 
week ) is ever called Sabbath, unleſs they will 
call every day a Sabbath ,becauſe theGoſpels 
do, in their account, reckon ſeveral week» 
dayes by the Sabbath, For they call 
our Sunday, Mixy S«x£&1wv 1.e. the firſt 
day from the Sabbaths : we tranſlate it, The 


fir ſt day of the week, Mat, 28.1. Ando it ig Joh. 20.1. 
again Mar, 16.2, Sothe Phariſce is brought , Car:16, 
In, boaſting that he faſted, is Ts Ex/SEdſs. ag. = 


#,c, Twice in a Sabbath, we tranſlate it, 7 wice 

in the week, fo that any week-day might be 
named Sabbath as well as the firſt day or Sun 
day. But this is ſo weak an argument for their 
Sabbathythat the Learned Sabbatarians do not 
vouchſafe ſo much as to mention it. 


Net- - 
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Neither can they find that our Sunday , or 
firſt day of the week , was ever called the Sab- 
bathday by any of the Ancient Fathers, but 
only by O-i0c: (asis pretended ) & by him but 
once, that I could find. His words are theſe, 
* Sabbarem Chriſtiauum obſervare, eſt deſi. 
mere ab operibus ſecularib1s , ad eccleſiam con- 
venire , leftionibus F tractatibus aures prebere 
&c. } i.e, The obſervation of the Chriſtian 
Sabbath, is, by laying aſide our worldly buſt 
neſs, toaſſemble in the Church >, and there 
to give attention to what is readd ont of the 
Scriptures, and to what is delivered by the

For the ſame Origen, had before called 


our Sepaay, Diem Domzunicum, FM The Domis 


nical , or Lords day, and quite diſtinguiſhed 
it from the Sabbath day, as c /Marxna nou 
deſcendebat in Sabbato , ſed primum in Domi- 
1;80 die--- [n Noſtra Dominca, Dominus ſeme 
per pluit Manna»e- Tnelligant ludei, etiam 
tum preiatam ofſe noftram Dominicam [udiac 
Sabbato, 4,e, Manna never came down on the 
Sabbath day , but God firſt rainedit on our 
Sunday. The Jewes may hereby take notice, 
that our Sunday was even then ( ſocarly, ) 
preferred before their Sabbath.

And the ſame reaſon alſo, moved the 
Church, to alter the J<wiſh day of the old 
Paſſover ( for the ſolemnity of our Eaſter Is 
theremembrance, and confcſſion of the Eaſter, 
that is, the Riſing or KR ſure:tionof Chriſt , ) 
rom the preciſe fourteenth» day of the 
Moon, to the Sunday; and this , leſt Chri- 
ſtians ſhould (be thought to/celebrate only: a

Of the Fourth Commandments what part of 
i is moral,and what Ceremonial, Why 
a Ceremontal , is taken into the Ten 
Commandments. Of the Memento , 
and ſome other Prerogatrues , proper to 
this fourth Commandment : The Ex- 
cellent benefit of this Sabbath- law. 
"Why tt is placed in the middle of ihe 
Commandments. How the whole law 1s

Oc the righe underſtanding; of this great 

myſterious Sabbach, we mult firſt diligent- 
ly examin the words of the fourth Command- 
ment, which I here ſet dowa fully, as I find 
them recorded Ex. 20. 8.

: AV onr Farncd Divines generally agreg thus 
farr , that this Coinmanciment is partly Mo 
ralz fo that the Moral pare thereof ..is to be 
obeycd, and kept, at this day, and alfo ducing 
the continuance of the world. They alſo 
agree 5 that part of it is Ceremonial, appertai- 
ningonly to the Jewes, and binding them to 
the obſervation thereof until their -/iab 
came in the fleſh , and was made known unto 
thatpeople; or during the Pedagogie of them; 
or, at moſt, during the Judaica! ſftateand 
politic. All this 1 conceive to be: very 
[ues 

But the main difficulty confifteth onely in 
the right dividing this Commandment, by 
ſepcrating the ora! and everlaſting part, 
from that part which isbut Ceremonial, and 
t:mporal, and typical. Which that 1 may 
eracly, and Chriſtianly perform, There moſt 
carneſtly implore the afliſtance, and illumina- 
tion of thy Divine ſpirit, O gratious Lord 
eſis, that, in this needful] and concerning 
mvyitery , | may appeare to thee and to thy 
Church, ( as thy ſervant Pau! exhorted 
ſimnhicY, a workman riohily dividing 
the word of ruth, : 
For the underſtanding whereof; I here pre- 

ſent tothe Confideration of the pious and 


| learnzd Reader, What (aſter much 1abour of 


mind, 
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mind, and long deliberation, and after diligent 
and fcrious' Confaltation with the Ancienc 
Fathers) I have conceived tobe the true, and 


| moſt neccflary. meaning of this Command- 


ment, and what is the right Dizt '/i0, or S2- 
peration,of the Moral, Myſterions , and Per- 


| peraall parr thereof, from that which is only 


Typical, Cercmoniall, and Temporall - And 
what part, of that precept bindeth us Chrifſti- 
ans to obſerve it, as it did alſo.the Ancient 


FE Iſraelires, and the Pairiarks, and Prophets . 
and even -14a» himfelte, and all his poſteri- 
{ ty; Andalſo wharpart therzof was proper to, 
| and concerned only,the Meoſuricallycor J» idical 
| people, and doth nat at all concern the Chri- 


ſtians, 01 G-ntiles, nor did in the leaſt oblige 


| the Patriarks which lived and did before the 


daycs of Moſes. 

The want, orneglc& of a right diſtin&tion 
of theſe diff-ring parts of this Commandment 
in our Tater Theological Wrirers,hath occaſio- 
ned much trouble, heart-burnings,and Schiſms 
among Chriſtians, and alſw many Phra!- 
ſaicall curiolities in the obſervation of an ei: h:b 
day Sabbath, Which was never intend:d to 
be put upon the pzople of God by this 4th 
Commandement. And moreover, it hath alfo 
obſcured the moſt n-edfull,, moſt holy , and 
Myſterious Sabbath Spiritnall, by which we 
only can expe& an eternall , and heavenly 
Sabbath , and ſalvation -of our Souls and 
bodies. | 
| For many good, pious and well-m:aning 
Chriſtians are hereby. miſl:ad into the ſame 
2rror and miſtake, that the Jews were in, by 
thinking, that the whole and ultimate duty 
| Com- 
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commanded, and intended in this q*> Coman- 
dement, confiſteth only, in keeping holy One 
day of Seaven 3 Which is but a very mean and 
low conceipt, and far ſhort of the High and 
Weighty intendment of that Precept , and is 
alſo a very ſtumbling Block.in the way, to re- 
tard men from apprehending rhe true Sabbath, 
rherein ſecretly and myſteriouſly Veiled, 
Which is Chr; Who only, is the everlaſting 
Sabbath, or Reſt, both of the Godhead , and 
alſo of us Men. 

It is now time, that I ſet down plainly what 
I conceive to bc the Moral part of chis Com- 
raandment, and in what words it is contained, 
thatſoit may appear how much of that -long 
Precept concerneth us at this day, and is. an 
everlaſting Law, and a law Nacturall, and 
Written in Mans heart, and binding not only 
Chriſtians, and Jews, but Heathens, and even 
all Nations ; as alſo it did all the Parria' chs 
before Moſes was born, and befor: it was 
written in ſtone. Theſe are the words, Ex. 
20. 8. 


Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it hols.) 


In the(e few words, is contained the whole 

Torality of that Law : So that no more of the 
words areto bez accounted ora!, or binding 
us: for all the following words are but a branch 
of the Ceremonial] law.And although they are 
here Joyned with the traly Moral Sabbath , 
and alfo, by the ſame God , written in the 
ſame Tables of Stone ; Notwithftanding , this 
will not make thera to be a Moral law, becauſe 


they are ſoannexcd : for this reaſon only, to 
ſerve 
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ſerve 'as a Typo and figure of the Grard 
Sabbath; To keep the Iſraclices mindfull by a 
weekly Sabbath, or reſt , of that everlaſting 
Reſt which they were to cxpc& in their 
Afeſſiah, and not otherwiſe, For now, we ſec 
that all learned Divines have rejeQed, and the 
whool Chriſtian world have long. fince diſu- 
ſed, the old Jewiſh, Typical, or Seaventh-day 
Sabbath, 

Theſe later words, which are ſo annexed to 
the fourth Morill Law, arc to be conſidered by 
theniſelves in their proper place: hut for pre- 
ſeat, we muſt infiſt only on the former words 
which I have affirmed co be truly moral, and 
an everlaſting law. | 

For the undcrſtanding whereof. the Reader 
may obſcrve divers things Conſiderable; and 
ſome of them proper, and peculiar to this 
Commandment, ſoas not to be found in an 
other ofthe Nine, | | 

1. In thole words recited, There 1s no men- 
tion ofthe Seaventh day ( for that was mcerly 
Typical, and Ceremonial ) but the Sabbath- 
day t Therefor: ſurely there muſt be underſtood 
ſome other Sabh4:h day, befides the Seventh 
day Sabbath:for otherwiſe , it had bin enough 
to have ſaid Remember the Seaventh day to 
keep it holy : But the Scaventh day is onc 
thing, and the Sabbath day is another. They 
differ as much, as Shadow and Subſtance ; as 
Type, aud Antitype ; as Signum, © Signa- 
tu, 1c, as the bareſigne, from that which is 
fgnified thereby :for the Jewiſh Seaventh: day- 
Sabbath, which was but only a figne, and 
thadaw ofthe Subſtanrialz Myfticall, and Spi- 
ritual Sabbath, which is Chrift, 
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2. To this Commandment, the Word [Re 


member\ is prefixed, a8a Fohn Bapriſt or 
forerunner of Chriſt ; which ſemen, we find 
not in any of the other Nize. Surely, there is 
ſomething in this Commandement , of moſt 
weighty concernment, and more than is in any 
other of the nine;for if in thiszCommandment 
God had only intended the-keeping of the Sea- 
venth day, (which we know was bur tempo- 
rary.and to be left in itsdue time ) he would 
not have ſaid , Remember; Becauſe all thoſe 
laweswhich are truly Moral, arealſo unexpi- 
rable, and undiſpenſable , and to be kepe.C at 
leaſt,) to the end of the world; and this Sabba- 
ticall law eſpecially, ſolong and longer alfo, 
cven to Etcrnity : thereforezit deſerves a Ke- 
member, 

From this ſemento, Some doe argue, that 
the Seaventh day Sabbath was obſerved before 
the dayes of Moſes ;as if Remember , related 
only to former uſances, If that were truegit will 
make againſt their Seaverth day Sabbath, 
an: for our truly Morall Sabbath, 7c. Chriſt ; 
becan{e they may ſee that th: Memento is pre- 
tixed co the Sabbath day, bit not to the Sea- 
venth Day; for that was not alwales tobe re- 
membred. | 

3. In this Sabbatical Commandment, we 
finde, not only a /Memento, going before; but 
alſo another remembrance following after it , 
as a type and ſhadow of the grand Sabbath 
for direftion of God's people, as the Pillar of 
Fire.and C!oxd, ſometimes before, and ſome- 
times behind the Iſraelices, Ex.

Chriſt, both a't:ve ard paſſwe, the Godhead 
doth reſt ſatisfied , contenced, and well- plea- 
ſed ; not onely with the proper and individu- 
ali perſon of Chriſt, but alſo ( for, and in him) 
with all the holy Members of his Body my- 
ſticall, being by faith uniccd > and One with 
him. 

For therefore doth God reft in bim , b:- 
cauſe by him , the whoſe Law was to be ( and 
now adually is ) performed ; ſo that all the 
duties, debts, and penalties, which, in juſtice, 
are requireble ofhis ſervants , are fully paid 
by Chriſt; and thereby the juſt Godhead is (a- 
tisficd to the zttermoſt farthing, So that the 
Reit of God 1s in no wiſe to be aſcribed to him, 
in rcſpe& of any ceſſation from the work of 
Crcation , but onely in conſideration of the 
acquicſcence of God , in Chriſt's fatistaQion, 
and thereby man's acquieſcence, or ac- 
quittance from the wrath of God. 

Thar the Reſt of the Godhead confiſteth 
in Chriſt onely , may appear by many paſſa- 
ge> in the Old Tiftament, ſomething obſcure

T*) this we anſwer and afhrm , that all the 
ſaid allegation is true , and that Chriſt may 
rightly be called the R-/? of God , in con- 
ſid-ration of the everlaſting union of the Gnd- 
head w'th the kuman nature of Chrift, But 
withall we ſay , that there is more to be con- 
ſidered inrhis Ref? , than onely a meer union 
of God with man. For we muſt further en- 
quirc, Why it pleaſed the Almighty Godhead 
to condeſcend to this abaſement , and Exi4- 
zition, {o as to be perſonally united with a 
creatur?, and to bein the form of 4 ſervant, 
whereby the mighty Gad, in the perſon of ihe 
Son, became mortall , and ſubj-:& to all the 
infirmities of mankind , (except fin) and even 
death alto. 

By the ſerious meditation hereof, we ſhall 
find, tha* the final! cauſe, or motive of this 
1n10nN of th; Godhead with our human nature, 
was not intendcd or effeQed , for any reſt, 
contentinent , or complacency of the God- 
head for it {clf, becauſe God, in reſpe& onely 
of himiclt, did not fend in need ag ſ:ch 
Rift or he had from cternity all poflible 
blefſ-din-fſe.reſt,and ineffable happin:fſc,and fo 
wou'd have had everlaſtingly,although neither 
Man, nor Augel , nor the Weorld had bzen 
ciea' ed; or, alrÞ« vel God th: Son, or Word, 
had never hcen incarnate. Therefore it muſt

It being thus evident, that this Reſt of God 
is not called a Reſt in reſpe& of himlelf, but 
only in reſpe& of that Reſt , which by his 
goodnefſe and mercy he hath ank_es for 
his poor Creatures. It muſt needs follow, thar 
God calleth that his Reſt , which is indeed 
( not only principally, but) ſolely,the Reſt of 
Mankind For our Lord Jeſus, the Emmanue!/, 


is therefore the Reft or Sabbath of the God- 


| head, bc:cauſe he isthe Reſt or Sabbath of us 


M:n, in whom and through whom only, our 
( otherwiſe Janguiſhing and fainting ) ſouls 
may find conſolation, reſt, and refreſhment ; 
he is the only ſolid hope, and Sabbath, upon 
whom we can depend, and reſt, and expe, 
and hope for an eternall Reſt, for in and 
by him only , the offended Godhcad is re- 
concileable, fo as tobe at peace and Atone- 
ment with Man, and to reſt ſarisfied, or 
well pleaſed, as the Angels ſang at his 
Nativity , Glory be to God an d on 
Earth peace, Good will towards Men; Or, 


( as Beza more truly reads it) To Men Bergin 
of good will ( wgouigs ) that is, To Men Lak, 2 


deſigned by Gods free Grace and good 
pleaſure. 

From theſe prefyiſes I infec the 4 concluſions 
following, which I offer to the conſideration of 
the Chriſtian Reader: and do here ſet them 
down , that inthis Dodrine of the Sabbath 
I may be rightly and plainly underſtood, 


Firſt, 


Reſt,both of God and Man, which is mention- 
ed and meant in the fourth Commandement : 
and alſo in Ger. 2.2. 

Secondly , That Ohriſt is therefore called 
the Reſt of God, becauſe God hath in 
-w"4 ordained him to be the Reſt for Man« 

ind” 

Thirdly. That God cannot otherwiſe be 
aid to Reft in Chriſt (for our good) but only 
becauſe all faichful and holy Men do ſet up 
their Reſt in Chriſt. 

Fourthly , That the Reſt of God (here 
meant ) confiſterh only in the Reſt of Man ; 
and that God calleth that his Reſt , which 
-—"j is primarily and properly Mans 

eſt. 

The Reſt of God cannot be meant of any 
new reſt, in reſpe& of himſelf only, becauſcir 
is impoſſible that any increaſe or acceſs can be: 
added to intiniteneſs , ſuch as is the bleſſed, 
eterna],and-unſpeakable Reſt of the Godhead ; 
Therefore there muſt needs be ſome other ex- 
eernal reſpe&t, in which God is faid to reſt 
otherwiſe, than before, and that ſurely is the 
Reſt which he hath procured for Man, which 
Godcalleth his ownReft. 

The holy Scriptures do very ofcen aſcribe 
thepaſſions or affeQtions of Men unto God ; as 
when God is ſaid to reperr, to be angry, tobe 
greived, and vexed,and d:ſpleaſed; although 
we arc fare that no ſach changes can conhfiſt 
with the immutable Godhead ; for the ſame

Juſt ſo, the Reſt which is 
only in Man , is here for the like reaſon called 
Gods Reft, As when a provident Father hath 
ſ:ttled a good and firm eſtate upon his Chil- 
dren, he will ay, thatnowhe is at reſt and 
quiet ,. although he neither intermit his work, 
nor perſonally enjoy that eſtate, yet cal- 
th his Childrens good his own 3 even as 
God doth here call the reſt of his Creatures 
his own Reft, Of which more in the next

So the Reſt or Sabbath of the Godhead 
muſt be meant only of chat everlaſting Sab- 
bath, which God in Chrift hath ordained for 
his Servants. The Pſalmiſt faith , 7 he Lords 
delight ts in them that fear him. Now becauſe 
no delights or pleaſures can poflibly be added, 
or newzto the unſpeakable blefſedneſs of God, 
therefore this-de/:ght muſt be underſtood of 
Men - That Mans delight in God,and his well- 
being in a courſe of godlineſs leading to the 
everlaſting delights, and joyes of Heaven , is 
here called God*s delight; juſt ſo as mans Reſt 
is called the Reſt of God. 

For we may not think; that the Reſt of God 
is confined, limited, or circumſcribed in the 
ſingle perſon of Chriſt , for indeed Chriſt is 
not otherwiſe the Reſt of God , but only in 
conſideration of us Men,and in regard;that in 
Chriſt the Sabbath or Reſt of Men is inclu- 
ded ; ſothatChrift cannot be the R-/f of the 
Godhead,but as heis looked on, and confider- 
ed as a Jcſus, or Saviour of Mankind, and in 
this reſpet only it was faid, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom 1 am well pleaſed, The Reader 
may obſerve,thar it is not ſaid, #ith Whom, as 
if the complacencie or acquieſcence of God 
were only with the particular perſon of 
Chriſt , but icis ſaid » /» Whom, (w 6) To

After the Fall of Man, it pleaſed the merci- 
fal Godhead to give a more open and evident 
rotice,by an expreſs promiſe,of this Reſt,than 
was before; when it was ſaid,T he Szed of the 
Woman (hall bruiſe the Serpents kead ; for af- 
ter this,the Man named the Woman Ya, 5. e, 
Lifezas is b:fore ſhewed ; whercby hedecla- 
red his Faith , and expeRtation of a new and 
better life to come, by the fruitfulnefs of the 
Woman, than that Life which he forfeited by 
his fal'; as may 1caſurably be thought. 

All theſe intimacicns and overtures being 
but deſcriprions of the great Saviour to pro- 
ceed from the Man and the Woman, in whom: 
they might ſer up their Reſt ( as ſurely they 
did ). And God having now actually begun 
that great Work of Redemption , and Jaid 
the foundarion thereof in the Earth of out 
firſt Parents, and made ic known unto 
them : Therefore he doth now, and net 
before, call this bleſſed Reſt of Man, His own 
Bcſt,

Bur if we can ſhew, thatſuch works were 
done on the ſeventh day ; and alſo, that they 
are ſufficiently warranted to be inoffenſive to 
God , then, I truſt, the Reader will perceive, 
that this prohibition of works doth not at all 
belong to the keeping of the true , moral] , 
and everlaſting Sabbath , but onely to the 
Jewiſh ſanCtiſying of their ceremonial] and 
temporall Sabbath. And therefore this Law 
was diſpenſable, in caſe of neceſſity , or of

1. The Iraclites performed the works of 
Journeying and War, in their marching about

The condition of ſervants was lamentable, 
their maſters power over them was great, and 
ſo was their cruelty, God therefore provided 
ſome caſetor them ; otherwiſe, the unmercifull 
and covetous Jews would have zfforded no 
reſt to them at all. Neither did the Judaicall 
Laws of the Jews, wholly provide againſt the 
cruclty of maſters; for if a Jew, by cmell 
ſtripes, had killed his ſervant , the maſter was 
not puniſhable by the Law Jadaicall, if the 
abuſcd ſervant continued alive a day or two 
after ; nor, except he died under his hand: Al- 
though ( no doubt ) the maſter ſinned a- 
gainſt the morall Law , T hou ſhatt nor kiil, | 
and was therefore anſwerable to God .for

By this Law, other Nations are not re- 
ſtrained from working on the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath, which did not at all concern them - 
Oaely if aliens, or forrainers, did ſojourn 


{ within the Jewiſhegates , that is , within the 


juriſdition, cither Domeſtick, or Politick, of 
the Jews; then the Jews arc required to cauſe 
them to forbear working on their Jewiſh Sab- 
bath day. Sothat this reſtraint of aliens or 
ſtrengers, was confined to be onely within the 


Jewiſh limits and territories ; for, ſtrangers or 


aliens 
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aliens abiding in other places, out of the Jew: 
iſh pale. were at liberty to work : and for {6 
doing, the Jews are not , by this Law, requi. 
red, to forbid or hinder them. 

That ſons, ſervants, and even cattel , are 
here placed before ftrangers , the reaſon is, 
1, B:cauſe they are the Jews own peculiars , 
of nearer relation, and more ſubje& to their 
commands, than ſtrangers are. 2. Tointimate, 


chat the Jews ſhould firſt praiſe and obey the 


Law in their own perſons, and families ; for

from others. There is a woe to ſuch as /ade 
other men with burdens , which themſelves will 
not touch with one of their fingers ; which may 
concern thoſe , which lay the reſtraint of Jews 
iſh Sabbatizing on others , under the penalties 
of pecuniary mulAs, or the Stocks, or Sc- 
queſtration; which yet themſelves fleight, by 
marching, travelling, fighting, and killing on 
the ſame day.

By what hath been ſaid, it may evidently 
appear to a diligent Reader, that this ſeventh- 
day Sabbath was meerly Cercmoniall, and 
concerned onely the Jews , or I{racliticall peo- 
ple, and not other Nations , as may be colle- 
Aed from the premiſes , for theſe reafons tol-

Bur they 
knew , that Idolatry was forbidden by a Law 
Morall, and therefore refuſed to obey. But 
this ſeventh-day Sabbatizing is not commans 
ded by a Morall , but onely by a Law Cere- 
moniall, ©

5. Finally, Let itbe conſidered , that theſe 
words, | 7 hou, thy Son, Servant, Cattel, and 
Stranrer | are not placed at the beginning of 
this fourth @ommandement,as ( Remember ) 
is ;nor mentioned until the Moral part of this 
Law was deſcribed , and finiſhed : But they 
are with great wiſdome warily reſerved, to be 
put into the Ceremonial part thereof ; becauſe 
they do not belong to the Moral Sabbath , 
which commandeth the keeping holy , or the 
ſanRifying of the Meſſiah; for Catrel can- 
not ſanfific rhis Moral Sabbath, Nor was 
there an need of requiring Parents , or Ma- 
ſt-rs, rocauſe their Sons or Servants fo to do, 
b-canſe the Son and Servant were by them- 
ſelves bound toit ; and if they did not, the 
fin was in themſelves, and not in the Parent or 
Maſter. For the Moral Sabbath ( which is 
Chriſt the Meſſiah) might be kept holy , or 
ſanQtificd,by Servantszeven in the midſt of their 
foreſt labours . As our Chriſtian Martyrs did 
keep this Sabbath, even in the time when they 
labourcd in the M:ttal-mines; and alſo,in =

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midſt of flames anJ other agonics. Whereas 


the Geremonial., or Seventh-day-Sabbath, is 
here appointed to be kept by reſting from or- 
dinary works:, without any mention of any 
other kind of ſan&ification ; which not only 
Servants , and the moſt ignorant Ideots , but 
Cattel alſo, might keep : For ſo the Heathen 
Rimans had a Feſtival, which they called,

7. Finally,The moſt notorious ſlurre of all, 
was > That this Seventh day, which God ap- 
pointed tobe hallowed , could not poflibly 
ſo kept on that day in all places of the Earth, 
as any Man that hath but mean knowledge in 
Geographie may cafily apprehend ; for when in 
one part of the Earth it is 1. -day,in another 
part it is Mid-zight, and when Day begins in 
one part, Night begins in another ; ſo that the 
Jews thzmſelves , in their remote diſperſions, 
cannot poſſibly Sabbatize at the ſame time. By 
this it may clearly appear,that the ſeventh=day 
Sabbath was only a national Gonſtitution,du- 
ring the ſtanding of the Judaical Common- 
wealth, and that ehe Seventh day was not that 
Moral Sabbath which God required in this 
fourth Commandement ; becauſe a Law Moral 
bindcth all Nations in every part. of the Earth: 
but ſome other Sabbath was intended , which 
pofſibly might be kept by all Nations , & that

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Theſe and ſuch like incumbrances, impoſſ - 
bilicies, and inconveniences, did the Godhead 
p'it upon this Ceremonial Sabbath ( as no 
fire-kindling, no burden-bearing , no meat- 
drcfling , noſtirring out of their places ) and 
th:r:by made that People ridiculous to other 
Nations,as the Prophet ſaith, The adverſaries 
did mock at her Sabbaths: And the Mani 
cheer. called their Saturday Sabbaths; * Carc- 
:as Saturn:acas, i,e, the fetters of Saturn, 
Logiciansuſe to ſay , {no abſrrrdo dato, mille 

:quuntar : The miſ-und-rſtanding of this 
one S1bbath Law, led the Jews into ſtrange 
and ridiculous Superſtitions, and alſo to the 
ruine of their Pectons, and City, and Temple, 
A Jew, in a boyſtzrous Scazrefuſed to tug at the 
ftern, becauſe it was his S1bbath day, and fo 
he periſh:d, Another would not be drawn out 
of a loathſome draught upon the ſame reaſon, 
bat rather miſcrably periſhzd, as our own Hi- 
ſtories record, 

The J-ws could not be ignorant, that God 
bimſelt did work on every Sabbath-day , and 
that he did alſo occaſionally command others 
ſo todo, as the Preifts, an ſo-netimes the Soul- 
diers; therefore they might eaſily have. per- 
ceived,that both the Sabbath, or Reſt of God, 
and alſo of his people , confifted in ſumething 
elſe, and not ina meer ceflation from worldly 


works. Some Sabbatarian Writers tell us, 7 hat 


Alan (hin'd work when God warketh, and reſt 
when Go 4 reſted, But God worketh alwaycs, 
f> cannor Man - If they had faid, that Man 
{ould reſt in that thing, which God _—

ſhould we ; otherwiſe all Seventh-day Sabba- 

tizing is utterly vain and ſupe:ſtitious. 

w theſe Reaſons' a pious and judicious 
Reader will clearly perceive, that theſe ſlurrs 
were put upon the Day $-:bbath by our Wiſe 


| God,on purpoſe, and deſign, to withdraw his 


eople from the ſhadow to the ſubſtance, and 
= the Ceremonial to the Moral , and ſub- 
ſtantial Sabbath, which is Chrift : for juſt ſuch 
a deſign God had in his Diſpenſation, even of 
the Moral Law, which was firſt written in 
Man's hearce: Then afterwards,when it was to 
our Japſcd and depraved nature impoſlible,yer 
it was again impoſed on us, and <ngraven in 
ſtone : And this he did, that thereby he mighe 
dirc@ us, both toperform ſo much of ir as we 
can,and allo to ſeck help and mercy of him,for 
what we cannot do, 

There had been no need of writing this Law 
in Tables of ſtone, which was written defore in 
Man's heart, but only, becauſe, as St. Auſt» 
faith, a 7# fugitivus eras cordis wiz i, 0, 
Man was a run-away from his own heart and 
principles ; for we find, that Man now perpe- 
rrateth wickedneſs, which his own conſcience 


judgeth to be ſo, and a!ſo condemneth ; as an 
Heathen confcſIcd ; b

The reaſun why God did impoſe this Law on 
Man,then,when it was impoſſible, is ſingularly 
rendred by the Apoſtle, thus ; 7he $c-iptare
